Dear Mrs. Edwards: 


Our local library has some of the information compiled by Jean 
Strickland and it jas been most useful to me. I would be delighted 
to help in anyway I can to further your efforts. Printed information 
on the counties of Mississippi, particularly the Piney Woods section 
of the State, is all too rare. 


My family has been in and around Hattiesburg since the early 
eighteen hundreds, some of them in Jones and Covington Counties, 

but many in Perry. Ronald Rawls may have mentioned the vast 

amount of information a cousin of my grandfather's compiled on 

the Rawls family. It is a voluminous history of family connections 
covering several generations. I don't know exactly where it is 

at the moment because the lady who had it died, but her sister still 
lives in Hattiesburg and told my mother (a Rawls) she planned to get 
the information. I can call and find out if she has it the next 
time I'm in Hattiesburg. It should be most helpful in sorting out 
Marriages in the Benjamin Rawls family, and possibly other branches. 


Of the families in my family tree, the Rawlses, Powells and Joneses 
were all in Perry (now Forrest) County during the period you are 
researching. The other branches probably came later. 


I know of the following marriages in the Jones family: 


“VOliver H. Perry Jones, Jr., born July 12, 1834, died September 4, 
1903, married Mary Ann Bennett, born October 23, 1840, died March 
23, 19313 


YJefferson Jones, born December 17, 1863, died January 30, 1937 
married Susan Whiddon, born January 31, 1864, died November 27, 1944. 


Aiilliam F. Jones, born April 5, 1866, died June 2, 1920, married 
Alecia Adelia Parten, born April 27, 1878, died February 9, 1966. 


Martha Jane Jones, born January 28, 1870, died July 7, 1921, married 
Zelius Hall Powell, born October 8, 1857, died January 25, 1912. 
(These are my great-grandparents). 


Jefferson, William and Martha Jane are the children of O.H.P. Jones, 
Jr. One of my grandmother's first cousins, a daughter of Jeff Jones, 
is still living in Hattiesburg. She could probably tell me who 

the other brothers and sisters married, All of the above, with the 
exception of my great-grandparents are buried in the Jones Family 
Cemetery, Highway 49, Hattiesburg. Martha Jane and Zelius Hall Powell 
are buried in the Providence Baptist Church Cemetery outside of 
Hattiesburg. I believe Jean Strickland included the Jones Cemetery 
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in one of her earlier books. 


Unfortunately, I haven't been able to find out who Zelius Hall's 
father married. All I know is that her name was Nancy. John P. 
Powell and Nancy L. Powell are also buried at Providence. However, 
there is a gravestone that might be helpful. Martha Powell, born 
October 4, 1859, died April 7, 1916, married James E. Watts. The 
tombstone reads: Martha Powell, wife of J. E. Watts and gives dates 
of birth and death. My great-grandfather had a sister a year younger 
named Martha, and since several of the family members are buried in 
Providence Cemetery, I feel relatively certain this is a sister, and 
she would have been married in what was then Perry County. 


Unfortunately, the old Powell family home burned when my grandmother 
was a child, and the only surviving Powell Family Bible I am aware 
of is one that Martha Jane Jones Powell started with the names of 
her children, and the eldest was born in 1887, too late for your 
purposes. 


Now for the Rawlses I know about. The first Benjamin was married 
in North or South Carolina; however, Benjamin Rawl(e)s, Jr.,who was 
born in South Carolina on November 30, 1800, married Mary Slade 

in Mississippi first. The Slades were also early settlers in what 
is now Lamar County. I'm not certain just where Benjamin and Mary 
were married, but they definitely settled in Perry County. They 
are buried in an abandoned cemetery in the woods in the Mabank 
Community out from Hattiesburg. Christine Rawls (who had the 
Rawls information) had been to the cemetery. The property is 

now owned by a Dr. Hill in Hattiesburg. Mary died, and Benjamin 
Married Catherine Grantham. I don't know just when, but they are 
listed in the 1880 Perry County census. 


Benjamin Rawles, Jr.'s son, Benjamin Franklin Rawles, born 

August 19, 1828, died December 17, 1910, married Charity Ducksworth, 
born April 19, 1829, died September8, 1904. The Ducksworths were 
from Covington County, so they may have been married there, but 

they lived and are buried in a family cemetery out from Hattiesburg 
in what is now Lamar County, Mississippi. 


Another gravestone there reads: Felix L. Rawls, born March 25, 1856, 
died June 25, 1941, and Rebecca E. Bennett Rawls, born December 18, 
1858, died December 27, 1921. 


My great-grandfather was Charles Timothy Rawls, born December 10, 
1859, died June 4, 1934. He married Martha Jane Giéger, born 
November 14, 1849, died July 13, 1922. The Giegers were from 
Covington County, so it is possible they were married there; 
however, they lived in Perry County and are buried in the New 
Augusta Cemetery. 


Prentiss Rawles, a son of Benjamin, Jr. and Catharine Grantham Rawles, 
was 16 in the 1880 census of Perry County. He is buried in the 
Providence Baptist Church Cemetery, and his wife's name was Azzie 
Watts. I can check their tombstones when I'm in Hattiesburg and 

get exact dates. I just happened to notice the stane one day when 

I was in the cemetery with my mother and jotted down his wife's 

name. 
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I hope this information will be helpful. If you'll tell me 
specifically what I can do to help, I'll be glad to do it. Would 
the Rawls' information be useful? I'm not sure how Uncle Ben 

went about his research. I do know that he contacted many members 
of the family to find out who their children married, etc. I 
doubt that all of it could be documented, but possibly it could 
with census data. I'm sure many of these people lived in Perry 
County. 


Again, thanks for writing and let me know how I can help.

I'm so sorry I haven't been back in touch with you, but we've had several 
tragedies in our family and I just haven't done much of anything. A 
friend of my son's, a young man who had been in and out of our house since 
third grade, committed suicide a week before his 21st birthday. That 
happened in October. In November, my Uncle died one Sunday and my Father 
the next. Dad had enphysema and had suffered for years, but it's never 
easy to give up someone you love. I was in Hattiesburg for two weeks 
during that time, but I didn't have an opportunity to contact the people 
who have the information I mentioned to you. I've only been back once 
since Dad's death, but that was to move my daughter from the dorm out to 
Mom's, so it was a full day. 


Things are beginning to settle down now. A part of it was that I just 
couldn't seem to get my act together and concentrate, but I think I'm 
past it now and am ready to get started again. I don't know when I'll 
be in Hattiesburg, but I will try to find out something about that 
information when I am there again. If you're ready to go to press 
before I turn up the information, please put my name in the pot for a 
copy of the final product. I have so many ancestors who were in Perry 
County very early and I'm sure the book would be useful. 


Again, I'm sorry to let this thing hang for such a long time. I will 
try to pursue it just as soon as I have an opportunity to get back to 
Hattiesburg.
